Income Tax Up Today 
Disposing of a series of other pro­ 
posals in an eight-hour session, the 
Senate cleared the way fo r opening to ­ 
day of the contest on the income tax 
schedule, the heart of the bill. 
Other action taken Friday includ­ 
ed: 
Rejection of the Finance Commit­ 
tee am endm ent imposing a IO per 
cent tax on radio sets, 40 to 13. 
Rejections of a Treasury D epart­ 
m ent proposal to lim it deductions in 
relation to incomes from tax-exem pt 
securities, 37 to 36. 
Approval of Secretary Mellon’s sug­ 
gestion fo r a board of tax appeals, 
with some modifications. 
Two Important Fights In Sight 
Aside from the income-tax rates, 
two other provisions on which extend­ 
ed fights are in prospect rem ain to 
ho considered—the estate and corpora­ 
tion taxes. 
Amendments indorsed by 
tho Democratic conference w ere in­ 
troduced Friday proposing substitutes 
these, which would change the en­ 
tire form of the tax. 
Senator Jones, Democrat, New Mex­ 
ico, introduced the 
corporation tax 
substitute which proposes a reduction 
in tho present flat ra te o f 12 Va per 
cent to 9 per cent and the institution 
of a graduated scale of taxes on un­ 
distributed profits of a 
corporation 
above IO per cent. 
It gives the cor­ 
poration an option, 
upon 
uanimous 
consent of the stockholders, of being 
taxed instead under the partnership 
levy. 
Estate Tax Proposal 
Senator W alsh, Democrat, 
M assa­ 
chusetts, introduced a substitute for 
the estate tax to provide fo r an in­ 
heritance levy, m aking the tax apply 
on the beneficiary of an estate instead 
of directly on the estate itself before 
it is divided. 
Rates startin g at 2 per 
cent on $25,000 and graduating up to 
30 per cent on $5,000,000 are proposed. 
Both Senators issued statem ents de­ 
claring the changes would m ake no 
m aterial change in the amount of 
revenue 
now 
collected 
under these 
taxes. 
Norris Leads Publicity Fight

Milk Prices Are Cut 
FREDERICK.— Effective Thursday 
morning, the price of milk has been 
reduced one cent, both on the quart 
anti pint, by local dealers. One dealer 
stated that it is tho usual custom to 
make a reduction at this time, due to 
the fact that more milk is produced 
on the farms in the summer on ac­ 
count of the prevalence of grass for 
cattle. The period for the continuant 
of lowered prices was given to be 
about six months. 
While all milk is 
not tieing sold at the same price by 
the various local dealers, yet, so far 
as is known, all have reduced their 
price by one cent from what they had 
been selling it. 
The price of milk 
locally, which, it is said, is governed 
to some extent by the dealers in Bal­ 
timore and Washington, varies from 
13 cents to IO cents a quart and from 
6 cents to 4 cents per pint.
